In an effort to make the pro- 
gram as personal as possible, each 
donor has been paired with a ser- 
v.ceman requesting a flag., A let- 
ter is written to the serviceman 
telling“‘him the name of the person 
who purchased the flag for him. A 
copy of the letter is also sent to the 
donor. 

€ost of each flag, including over- 
seas mailing, runs approximately 
$6.50. All Floridians are being en- 
couraged to. donate to the fund in 
multiples of 6.50.

biochemist with the Florida Agri- 
cultural Experiment Stations. 

Working with him will’ be Dr. 
George K. Davis, professor of nu- 
trition and director of , biological 
sciences at Florida, and Dr: Charles 
H. Van Middelem, biochemist and 
director of the Southern Experi- 
ment Stations’ Pesticide Labora- 
tory which is located on the UF 
campus, 

Despite wide use of pesticides in 
producing this country’s food sup- 
plies, little has been done with 
their possible effects on animals 
through the. feed eaten. 

The residues are not harmful at 
the low levels permitted by law. In 
fact, USDA and the Food and Drug 
‘Administration keep close tabs on 
pesticide tolerances in animal feeds 
and our own food. 

However, Dr. Feaster says it’s 
important that scientists know 
how these various chemicals act 
when they’re inside the body. - 

“There has been no evidenee up 
‘to now,” Dr. Fêaster says, “of any 
harmful éffects from low pesticide 
levels present in animal and human 
foods.” 

But we’ want to make certain 
that .pesticides are safe even at 
higher levels than are now per- 
mitted,” he said. 

It would be well, hå pointed out, 
to- know if feed containing even 
these low levels of pesticides do 
bring about “adverse conditions” 
in animals under stress.

This type of information, ac- 
cording to Feaster, would be valu- 
able in the- case of trace minerals 
which’ are needed by humans and 
animals and include zinc, copper, 
iodine and iron. . 

“Dr. Feaster says these trace 
minerals. are highly important be- 
cause they are essential for the 
development of’ normal offspring 
whether animal or human.
